Of Feeding the Partridge, Pheaſant, or

Theſe three are the moſt daintieſt of all other 
Birds : And for the Pheaſant or Partridge , you 
may feed them both 'in one room , where you 
may have little boxes for them, to run and hide 
themfelves in the corners of the Room ; ln the 
middle of the room you muſt have three Wheat- 
ſheaves, two wich their ears upwards , and one 
with the ears dowaward, and near unto them 
- ſhallow Tubs with water, that they may eafily 
drink out of the Tubs, and peck the ears, of Corn 
at pleaſure ; by chis manner of feeding of. them, 
you: ſhall have them as far as is poſſible. As for 
your Quail , the beſt feeding of them -is in long 

t, ſhallow boxes, each box able ro hold two or
